GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH 
Dr. Nichols: : | 


One of the very interesting possibilities of genealogical research is that 
which is connected net so mich with the records of birth and death, as with 
those phases: of the science of genealogy which have to do with the records 
relating to property. One of these records is well known to you: the records 
of wills and contemporary disposition of property. But there is another 
phase of genealogical record which we are coming to find more and more im- 
portant as we become more and more acquainted with its possibilities. This 
aspect is in the records of land ownership. An elaborate system has been 
devised over the centuries for making certain that a place where a person 
dwells should be considered as part of his estate. Asa result, a detailed 
system of land records and a very interesting series of court procedures 
which has to do with the determining of estates, wills and the transfer of 
land not only from ower to owner but from generation to generation, has 
developed. 


We are fortunate today to have with us a distinguished lawyer who will dis- 
cuss what might be called the legal aspects of land and estate records: 
Professor George L. Haskins of the Law School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Professor Haskins: 
Thank you, Dr. Nichols. 


While I am certainly no expert in matters relating to Pennsylvania colonial 
history, I do believe there is justification in asking a lawyer to discuss 
the legal aspects of deeds and wills as they are related to genealogical 
research. 


The modern law with respect thereto is suprisingly similar to that of the 
17th Century, both in England and in this country. Substantial portions of 
the common law of Fngland, which had been elaborated by judges and by statutes 
from the medieval period on down, were brought over to the colonies in New 
England and to Pennsylvania. Consequently, the rules which were applied or 
recognized by the courts’ decisions in 17th Century England, became the rules 
and decisions which you find not only in the colonial period here, but also 
descending through the colonial period down to the modern period of the 
Commonwealth. 


To me it is a most interesting historical fact that a substantial segment 

of what lawyers call modern property law, is medieval in origin, including 

as it does the legal rules which were developed to insure the continuance and 
the proper functioning of the feudal system. Brooks Adams said somewhere 
that the most permanent and enduring of human institutions is the family. 
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And because, down to at least the period-of the English Civil War, land was 
so closely associated with the family, you do not find, up to that period 
that the law with respect to real property changed very much. It fitted in 
with what the family situation then was, and what society recognized the 
family to be, and with the function it then performed. Too, the human 
characteristic of acquisitiveness had something to do with the permanency 
of rules respecting real property. 


Bear in mind that in Pennsylvania the earliest property rules to a sub- 
stantial degree were a kind of resuscitation of the feudal system. This 
system of tenures, which was beginning to go out in England at that time, 
was strengthened here by basically feudal arrangements. In colonial times, 
the basis of subsistence was largely land and the rents and profits that 
came out of the land. It wasn't until a mercantile society develcped, as 

in the 19th Century after our Civil War, that other forms of property became 
important -- stocks, bonds and intangible property of that nature. For a 
long period, land played a major role in the country's economy and an equally 
major role in the organization of family life. Arrangements had to be made 
for carrying on the farm, for example; the law of primogeniture, whereby the 
land descended to the eldest son, insured the continuance of the land in the 
family. Along with this was the countervailing problem of providing for 
younger sons or daughters who did not marry. The land law adjusted itself 
in one way or another to these basic problems, problems which were not only 
economic but social as well. In so doing, it reveals to us through the 
documents arising therefrom, an explanation of how our ancestors lived. 


These documents -- deeds and wills -- are instruments for passing property 
back and forth; they create rights and obligations in individuals. As gen- 
ealogists, you will want to know how to read these instruments, and how to 
use them in order better to assess and find out the descent of property. 
What were the rights and obligations of an heir, for example, as opposed to 
a widow? Such matters affected the family life and are therefore important 
to the genealogist. 


One of the Victorian Chancellors referred to these documents -- deeds and 
wills -- as "difficult to read, impossible to understand, and disgusting to 
touch." I hope to disabuse you of these ideas, or at least to give you a 
feeling that you don't need to be afraid of such documents. A lot of verbiage 
4s in them -- probably because the seribes were paid by the word, a penny 

a word, or tuppence a word! Since the scribes made their living by formlat- 
ing these documents, they naturally put in as many words as possible, many 

of which were not necessary. Too, they reasoned that if one deed was effec- 
tive when it contained the words "X hereby grants, bargains and sells, etc." 
then it was just as well to put it in the next deed; it worked before, maybe 
4% will work next time. If you try something new, you may run into unsus. 
pected problems, or worse still, litigation. As a result, the hand of custom 
weighed rather heavily upon these documents. But you need not be worried 
about them if you understand the function and purpose of the various in- : 
struments, and the technical terms they contain which are of primary import- 
ance to genealogists. A great many of the technical terms incorporated in 
these documents are of no value to the genealogist at all; even antiquarians 
are not interested in some of these terms because by the i8th Century they 
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frequently had very little significance, drawn as they were from documents 
coming from an earlier period and from conveyancing practices that arose 
therefrom. 


CONVEYANCES 


The first of these documents I should like to discuss is the conveyance or 
deed. This is a written instrument under seal, used to convey real property 
from one person to another: inter yiyos -- that is, between living persons. 
It is to be contrasted with a will which is a document taking effect at a 
testator's death. There are several types of deeds, the most common of which 
is a simple deed whereby X conveys land to Y, and that is the end of X's 
obligations and Y gets what X had. There are no obligations between the two 
parties thereafter. 


A second type of conveyance is a release which I will discuss more at length 
when I have developed a background for understanding how a release differs 
from a simple deed. 


A third and very common form of deed is a mortgage. Its effect or operation 
is this: X, wishing to borrow money from Y, conveys land to Y as a security 
for the loan. X uses the formal deed, just as if he were selling the prop- 
erty to Y. But in the mortgage deed is included a clause which says that if 
the obligations arising under the note, pursuant to which this deed is given, 
are paid within a specified time, then this deed is of no effect whatever. 

Se the decument is in effect a kind of conditional deed. It is absolute on 
its face, but when the mortgage money is paid back by X to Y, then X owns 
the land again just as if the mortgage had never been given. 


FEE SIMPLE ESTATES 


With this brief summary of the distinctions between the types of instruments 
commonly met with in genealogical research, I want to introduce to you the 
concept of the word "estate". An estate is the interest a man acquires by 
deed or will, measured in terms of duration. Suppose in a deed X grants 
property “to Y and his heirs." Now any sensible person would think that "Y 
and his heirs" meant that Y gets the property, and when Y died, it goes to 
his heirs--either his heirs as the law designates them or his heirs as Y 
picks them. Not at all. This is a lawyer*s world and an unreal world. What. 
"Y and his heirs" means is that Y gets what is called a fee simple estate, 
which is the largest estate known to the law. It consists of what X pre- 
sumably had when he made his conveyance to Y, again the largest degree of 
ownership. There is nothing which is going to bring to an end the rights 
of Y in the land except his death. At his death he may pass it on to some. 
one else. It is not cut short; it does not stop. However, if Y dies with- 
out a will, it will pass, through the intestate laws, to his heirs. In 
other words, if he doesn't will the land away to someone else, the land 
will go to his heirs. And if he does will the land to some one else--~if 

he leaves it to "Z and his heirs", Z gets what X originally had, namely an 
estate in fee simple. The owner of a fee simple estate such as Y has, may 
convey it at any time during his lifetime. If he conveys it to "Z and his 
heirs", the heirs of Y get no part of the land, whether by will or through 
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the intestate: laws. You know that when you buy property from some cne, you 
get complete title to the property which you may thereafter convey to another 
party. Or you may leave it to your children, to a favorite niece, or to 
whomever you please. That is the characteristic of the fee simple, the 
privilege of doing with it just about what you want to do with it. Use it 

or abuse it, provided you.donot unduly interfere with the rights of other 
persons who may be your neighbors. The words "and his heirs" are to be 
sharply distinguished from other words which create other types of interests. 


LIFE ESTATES 


For example, an estate is conveyed to Y only for his lifetime. If X simply 

conveys “to Y" and says nothing about “and his heirs", the result of such a 

conveyance is that Y's estate ends with his death. In other words, X hasn*t 
given away the whole fee simple and there is something left over to X after 

Y died. This “left over" is called a reversion. 


REVERSIONS 


Now the concept of the fee simple was derived from, or at least analagous to 
the scholastic philosophers’ view toward time, and still permeates our modern 
law. The fee simple was thought of as a straight line extending intc infin. 
ity. It could be carved up into segments, but was still an“infirnrty. “In 
giving a life estate to Y, X carved up a portion of this infinity, but he 

has something left over, having made the conveyance “to Y for life™ only. He 
has not given away everything, and has something left over. What is left 
over is a reversion of the fee simple. What happens to the reversion? X 
still owns it, and it goes back to X when Y dies; if X also is dead, it 

- passes under his will or the intestate laws. Thus, a reversion is an in- 
terest which reverts back to the grantor by operation of law. Now X cculd 
say “to Y for life and then 2 for life", and you would have two life estates. 
X can give away any number of such life estates he wants, and it is customary 
in some parts of the country to make successive life estate grants to members 
of one family: "to Y, my eldest child, if he is living at the time of my 
death; if he is not living, then to his younger brother Z" and so on until 
everyone is taken care of. The purpose, of course, was to ensure having one 
person in charge of the family homestead. After the last life estate expires, 
‘the property goes back to X, or if he has died, to such person or persons as 
the law prescribes. 


REMAINDERS 


If on the other hand X says "to Y for life and then to Z and his heirs", the 
“and his heirs" connotes the fee simple, and X has given away everything he 
has. So when X conveys to Y for life and then to Z and his heirs, there is 
nothing left over to revert to X, and after the death of Y, Z becomes the 
owner in fee simple. Here Z is substituted for X. Now Z*s interest, not 
only in this case, but in the preceding example where Z only got a life 
estate, is called a remainder. The difference between the remainder and the 
reversion is that the reversion is something that reverts back to the original 
grantor by operation of law, whereas the remainder is something which goes to 
someone other than the grantor. 
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These various estates are the outcomes of countervailing forces existing in © 
society. ‘There has been a strong pressure since the 12th Century +o make 
land fresly elienable: semathing that can be freely bought and sold. Our 
Sdeas of marketability ond comserce are tied into that. That is one force. 
There is also the counrtervailing force of protecting the family. Cne reason 
devices have been worked ppt to keep land in the family is because until 
relatively modern times land was the basis of subsistance. 


When you have the life estate in deed, and the reversion or the remainder, 

as the case may be, either in the grantor or in Z, the holder of tnat reversion 
or that remainder may wish to convey it to the owner of the life estate. His 
purpose would be to give the life tenant not merely a life estate but the 

whole fee simple which Z (ths:-remainderman), or the grantor X (the reversioner) 
would get at the death of the life tenant. If there is such a purpose--to 
enlarge the estate of the life tenant--then there 4s executed what is called 

a release which conveys the reversion or remainder to Y, having the effect 

of enlarging Y's estate, pro tanto. 


ESTATE FOR YEARS 


It goes without saying that X doesn't have to limit himself to giving merely 
a life estate to Y. He can grant "to Y for ten years" or for “one year." 

He still has his reversion coming back at the end of that time. When there 
4s such a term of years rather than for life, the resultant relationship is 
the familiar one of landlord-tenant. Y has a lease for ten years and X, who 
4s the landlord, gets it back at that time. X has the reversion after the — 
ten years has elapsed, end can grant this reversion to Y by release, who then 
gets the fee simple. It may sound complicated to grant a fee simple estate 
in that marmer, but it was done in order to comply with an ancient statute of 
1536, called the Statute of Enrollments. As a result, in Pennsylvania deeds 
today the terms “bargain and sale, lease and release” still appsar, but have 
no meaning so far es the “lease and release” are concerned. It is a survival 
from antiquity. 


FEE TAIL ESTATES 


In addition to the fee simple estate, the life estate and the estate for years, ‘ 
there is the fee tail estate. This estate is created in a deed or will by the 
words "to Y and the heirs of his body." This was an estate which existed in 
Pennsylvania well into the 19th Century. How far back into the colonial 
period it went is not clear, but for a long period it was a common occurrence. 
"Tail" comes from the French tailler, meaning “to shape". This estate illus- 
trates the countervailing forces in society, representing as 44+ does a force 
opposed to free alienation by keeping the land in the family. The purpose 

of the fee tail was to have land descend to the eldest son by operation of 
law. Whereas the fee simple estate would descend to.all classes of heirs, the 
fee tail descended to the eldest son, then to his eldest son, and so on until 
that line ran out. Eventually it went back to the grantor. But is essential 
characteristic 1s the course of descent. It is true that there were ways in 
which a fee tail could be converted into a fee simple: the procedure of 
"common recovery" is the device by which such a conversion is made, but it is 
not too frequently run into in the usual genealogical search. Now, when xX 
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owning land in fee simple, makes a conveyance to "Y and the heirs of his body," 
X has given Y something less than the entire interest he has. The estate X 

has given Y will last enily so leng as Y has lineal descendants, in contrast to 
the fee simple estate which almost never comes to an end because of the enormous 
number of collateral heirs. If a fee simple estate ever does come to an end 

for lack of such collateral heirs, it is called escheat, and reverts to the 
Commonwealth. In the fee tail, when there cease to be lineal descendants, there 
4s a reversion back to X, just as in the case of the life estate. By the same 
token, since X has not given everything to Y, X may create a further interest: 

a remainder for life, or in fee tail or in fee simple in some other person. 


There are other words which create a fee tail. Ih the event X conveys to "Y 
and his heirs, but if Y dies without issue, then to Z and his heirs," X has 
created a fee tail in Y and a remainder in fee simple in Z. The words "die 
without issue" could mean two things: to die without any descendants living 
at the time of death, or it could mean, artifically and by a greater stretch 
of the imagination, when all descendants have died out. This second and very 
forced construction was the one adopted by the Inglish common law judges be- 
cause it described essentially the characteristics of the fee tail, and was 
therefore so treated. It helpéd to keep land in the family. Today, when 
property is given to "Y for life," it means just what it says, an estate to 
Y for his lifetime. That is the easiest! 


There is another kind of life estate that can be created in a deed or will, 
and that is the estate for the life of another. It is called by its Norman 
French name “estate pur auter vie." Such estates are not too common, but are 
run into occasionally: “to Y for the life of Z." Thus, Y has an estate that 
will last as long as Z lives. If.Z lives longer than Y, then Y*s heirs or 
devisees get the estate until Z dies. | 


LIFE ESTATES CREATED BY LAW 


In genealogical research the types of life estate more common than those 
created hy deed are the life estates created by the operation of law. The 
first of these life estates is dower: the interest a wife gets, when she 
becomes a widow, in the lands belonging to her husband. Such an estate is 

a life estate in all the fee simple and fee tail lands which the husband owned 
at any time during the marriage; out of them the widow is entitled to one-third 
for her life. It is a life estate in one-third of each piece, not in the 
total. Frequently the widow will release, to the eldest son. perhaps, or to 

a purchaser, her interest or dower in the property in return for a money pay~ 
ment. Such a release is another form of the inter vivos deed. 


The second of the estates arising by operation of law is termed the estate by 
the marital right. It was important during colonial times and thereafter 
until the 19th Century married women's legislation was enacted. As at common 
law, it was a man’s world. Husband and wife were one and that one, of course, 
was the husband. The wife had no rights of any substance in her real prop- 
erty after she married. She got it back when he died. Before his death there 
was a life estate in the husband, and all she had was a reversion. In other 
words, a woman marries, brings land into the family which she owns, but upon 
her marriage, her husband immediately has a life estate in those lands, and 
she has only a reversion which she gets back when the husband dies, if he 
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predeceases her. Otherwise, if she dies first, her heirs get the reversion. 


The third of the estates arising by operation of law is the estate of curtesy. 
This also is an estate which the husband has in his wife's property, but 2 
comes into being upon the birth of a child. The estate by the marital right 
comes to ah end when the husband dies, or when the wife dies, or when a child 

43 born. The estate called*curtesy is a transmutation of the estate of marital 
right into an estate that will last throughout the husband's whole lifetime. 

But the prerequisite thereto is the birth of a child. In many systems of 
property law, the stability and legality of a marriage turns upon Re ole er 
children. Presumably some sort of justification for the estate of curtesy is 
that you do not take away from the husband, that is, from the father of the 
children, property which they have seen him enjoying during the lifetime of the 
mother, as if he owned it. The estate 48 called curtesy, incidentally, because 
English law was said to be more courteous to husbands than French law was. Under 
French law, the husband's estate in his wife's property ended at the time of her 
death and didnot continue. 


RIGHTS IN LAND 


There are also interests in land which are not estates but, nevertheless, give 
rise to rights therein. The most common type is an easement. In addition there 
are profits and licenses. Easements and profits are not estates in the land, 
but are burdens upon it. Suppose X and Y are adjoining land owners, and X wants 
to cross Y's land to get out to a public road as a matter of convenience. X may 
buy from Y a right of way. That is an easement. It is the simplest kind of - 
easement, and the one most usually run 4into. Another kind of easement is the 
right to back water up on another‘s land so as to form a mill pond, known as 

the right to flood. But the common or garden variety of easement is the right 
of way. Under that, X has only the right to cross Y's land. He has no interest 
of substance in Y's land. He is subjecting Y's land to a burden, and for that 
reason such an easement is often called a servitude. It is a burden upon the 
land of the person who created it, and the person for whose benefit is was creat- 
ed is the owner of the easement. 


A profit is the right to go on another's land and take from, cut, or sever some- 
thing from it. If X has the right to cut hay or timber on Y's land, X has a 
profit. If X has a right to go to Y*s pool and fish, X has a profit. If x 

has a right to take gravel from Y*s land, X has a profit. In the easement, X 
has the right to pass over Y's land; in the profit, X has the right to take 
something from the land. Both easements and profits pass with the land affected. 
Once Y has granted an easement to X, and thereafter Y sells his land, the ease- 
ment goes along with it. Similarly, when X conveys his land, his grantee gets 
all the rights, privileges, powers, etc. that X had himself, thus acquiring the 
easement over Y's land. Such an easement or profit is created in most cases by 
a solemn deed under seal. But it may also be acquired by long continued and 
open use as will be seen. 


A license may give the same rights as the owner of the easement or of the profit 
would get, except that the person who gives the license--the licensor--may term- 
4nate it at any time. The license is usually oral. Y may say to X "you can use 
a right of way across my property." X uses the granted right of way for a time, 
but on January ist Y says “that's enough, neighbor, that's 4t." And X has no 
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remedy under the license, whereas under a grant of a right of way X could force 
Y to allow him to go across the land by appropriate court proceedings. 


There is another way that easements and profits may be acquired, and that is by 
long continuous use, or what lawyers call "prescription" or "adverse user". If 
X is a diligent trespasser, continually using a well-marked road across Y's land 
for a period which in PennsyYlvania is 21 years, then X has a good easement. What 
the law doss is not so much to benefit a wrong-doer and reward him, as to punish 


the slothful Y who has failed to do anything about this for a period of 21 years. 


Naturally, X must have acted openly and in such a way as to afford Y notice of 
X"s passing over the land. X's activities have to be open and notorious and 
obvious in order that X may get this easement by some way other than in writing. 
Y is therefore punished by the law because he has been negligent in prosecuting 
the claim which he has had over an extended period against X. 


It should be born in mind that all these estates and interests mentioned above, 
have been estates and interests in land. Nothing that has been said should be 
interpreted, without qualifications which there is not time, as applying to 
personal property. 


PROBATE OF WILLS 


A will, as is well know, is an instrument that is duly executed by the testator 
during his lifetime which takes effect at his death. It has no effect prior to 
his death. Lawyers call it ambulatory, meaning, presumably, that it walks about 
and may be stopped at any time until the testator dies. When there is a will, 
there is also the problem of carrying out its provisions. If a decedent leaves 
a will, someone is appointed to administer the estate: usually the executor. 

An executor is named in the will, but if no executor is named, then the court 
names an "administrator" who is known as administrator "C.T.A." In Latin 
"C.T.A." stands for cum testamento annexo which translated means "with the will 
annexed." Thus if the decedent fails to name an executor in his will, or the 
executor died before the decedent and the latter failed to replace him with 
another, an equivalent executor is appointed by the court, usually from the 
family, and the decedent's property is then administered by him. To probate or 
prove the will, it is taken in Pennsylvania to the Register of Wills who judges 
the validity or non-validity of the will; if it is satisfactory then a decree 
of probate is entered. Probate thus consists of giving the Register an opport. 
unity to look over the will, get interested parties there in his office, hear 
any objections as to the validity of the will, and if no objections are raised, 
to issue a decree of probate. It is a judicial act. Thereafter, the document 
will be registered and recorded in his office. Genealogists therefore look for 
a will in the Register's office in the particular county where the decedent had 
his last principal place of residence. 


INTESTACY 


If a man dies without leaving a will, or leaves a will which is judged not to 

be valid, he is said to die intestate. If such is the case, then the law pro- 
vides how his property is to be distributed. In Pennsylvania there is still 
some distinction between real and personal property in this respect. In earlier 
times this distinction was far more important than it is now. At common law, if 
a man died without leaving a will, the land went to his heir who in England, and 
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in a number of states in this country including, for example, Virginia, was his 
eldest son. Of course, the eldest son would have gotten it anyhow if it had 
been a fee tail devise, that is a gift to "X and the heirs of his body" by the 
will. But if there was no will at all, the eldest son received the land. 


DESCENT OF LAND UNDER INTESTATE LAWS 


In Pennsylvania for a long time there was a curious provision whereby land de- 
scended to all the children equally, except that the eldest son got a double 
share. In other words, if there were five children the property was divided 

into six shares and the eldest son received two shares, rather than one as re- 
ceived by the other children. How it got into Pennsylvania has never been traced 
precisely, but many of the first Pennsylvania laws came out of the Duke of York's 
laws in operation in New York. The Duke of York's laws, in fact, were enforced 
in parts of Pennsylvania for a considerable period. They were based upen Connect 
icut and Massachusetts compilations, and it is interesting that the double 
portion for the eldest son obtained in Massachusetts Bay, and in Plymouth Colony 
even before there was such a provision in Massachusetts. Chapter 21 of the Book 
of Deuteronomy in the Old Testament speaks of the double share for the eldest 

son, and Massachusetts was known as the "Bible Commonwealth". The attempt of 

the Puritans to conform as closely as possible to Scriptural injunctions, part- 
icularly to what is called the pentateuch, is well illustrated in the provision 
for the eldest son. Most colonies which patterned their laws on Massachusetts 
eliminated primogeniture, and ultimately every colony or state was rid of it 

by the end of the 18th Century, so that now lands descend equally to all children 
under the intestate laws. 


PERSONAL PROPERTY UNDER INTESTATE LAWS 


Turning now to intestate descent of personal property a widow is entitled to a 
certain amount of the personal property, depending upon how many children there 
are. Suppose the family situation is three children of the decedent, father, 
mother, uncle on the mother*s side and brother, amd two grandchildren. The three 
children may be designated C-1, C-2 and C-3. The two grandchildren may be 

called GC~i and GC-2; the father and mother of the decedent are still living; 

the mother's brother (who is the decedent's uncle) as U, and the decedent's 
brother as B. What is done with the property not given to the widow? It is 
given to the children. Do the grandchildren get anything? No. Mother or 
father? No. No one gets it except the widow and children.. 


M -- U 
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This is the standard scheme for distribution of property in England since the 
1670's, and it is very widely followed, although statutes change it somewhat 
and make variations on it. The children of the decedent are his principal 

beneficiaries after his wife has been taken care of, to the extent which the 
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law provides. They takes equally. Thoy take as “tenants in common." In the 
4llustration above, each one gets an equal undivided one-third in the property. 
Suppose, however, that when the decedent dies he 1s survived by only two of his 
children, the one who preduced grandchildren being. dead. What happens then? 

Do the surviving children C.2 and C-3 takes it by halves? No. The property is 
still divided into thirds and the grandchildren take the share which the de- 
ceased child C-i would have taken if he had lived. This method of districution 
of property involves the two Latin words per stirpos. Translated, they mean 

"by the stocks," "stocks" being children. It is contrasted with what is called 
a per canits, distribution where everybody takes an equal share without reference 
to the line of descent. For example, if this estate were divided into fourths, 
so that each grandchild received ene share equally with the surviving children, » 
4t~ would be called a por canits distribution. This is seldom followed unless 
specifically called for in a will. 


TRUSTS 


Trusts are maters which everyone hears about every day, one form of which is 
related to the matter of estates. To put property in trust, a conveyance 
4s made either of personal property or of real property to someone who is the 
trustee, say the Trusty Trust Company. X conveys property, real or personal, 
to Y upon trust to pay the income to Z. Z, the person to whom the income is 
to be paid, is called the beneficiary of the trust, and the person or company 
to whom the property is conveyed is the trustee. This trustee has the legal 
title to the property, the beneficiary has none, but is entitled to receive 
the benefits of the trust as the trustee is required to pay them to him under 
the trust indenture. The legal title is in the trustee, and the beneficiary 
has only what is called an "equitable" title in the property. He can enforce 
his rights in the courts, but he does not own the property out-right. In | 
genealogical research there are found many deeds of trust in which it is clearly 
stated that the trastee gets legal title to the property for the purposes en- 
umerated in the deed; when those purposes are accomplished, then the property 
goes as the grantor has directed in the instrument of trust. 


It must be realized that the foregoing presents only a quick bird's-eye view of 
the topics touched upon. To a certain extent, what has been said is an over- 
simplification of those topics, as any prolonged experience with legal documents 
would reveal. But for those who will be using legal documents as an ancillary 
tool in their genealogical work the discussion, it is hoped, will have been 
helpful and will at least have afforded some guide into the language and ex- 
pressions, and their effect, which are found in wills and conveyances.

The 1790 census schedules for Connecticut, Maine, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, New York, North Carolina, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Carolina, Rhode Island, Vermont and Virginia were 
first published, each with an index, by the U.S, Government Print. 
ing Office, Washington, D.C., in 1907 and 1908, under the heading 
Heads of Families at the First Census of the United States Taken 
in the Year 1790. These are the only census schedules which have 
been printed by the U.S. Government, 


In 1966 these volumes were reprinted by the Genealogical Pube 
lishing Company, Baltimore, Md. All of the volumes of the original 
publication are available at the Historical Society of Pennsylvenia 
(HSP). A Reconstructed 1790 Census of Delaware was privately pub- 
lished in 1954 and is also available at HSP, The New Jersey census 
schedules were destroyed and have never been published. 


In addition to the 1790 census schedules listed above, HSP has 
on microfilm the extant census schedules for all states for 1810, 
1830 and 1850. Also available at HSP on microfilm are census schede
